1* Both infantry and motorized artillery units were observed at the barracks 
Installation on the north edge of the town^ on the west side of Grunauer 
Str&sse, just north. of the railroad line to Bad Warmbrunn (0 5l/G 5&)* in 
Hirschberg (0 5l/G 63) prior to April 1952* The installation consisted of 
laxge multi-story buildings with two entrances fronting Grunauer Strasse* 

Only its south entrance which was flanked by two life-size bronze stags

3. Various military workshops were in the old barracks installation on the 
northwest edge of the town, just south of the Kuehlengraben * The installation 
consisted, of a large three-story building with two wings and some annex 
buildings* Wo other details were available*, 

4* A WOP headquarters was quartered iri a three-story building on the northwest 
edge of the market place on the northeast side of the end of Burg Strasse 


just west of Hain (051/0 57) in the mill in Babarhaeuser (0 5l/G 57), about
